Laft Thurfday the Commons had fome Debates 
about wording their Addrefs; in which Mr. Hun- 
gerford, among feveral others, fiid, That he 
believed the whole Nation could.not but be very 
‘joyful at the News of the King’s fafe Arrival here, 
after an Abfence of Seven Months Mr. shippen, Mr. 
Poltuey, and Mr. Windham of Norfolk alfo fpoke 
inthe Debate, and were anfwered by the Rt. Hon. 
Sir Robert Walpole, Lord Finch and sir Rob. sut- 
ton; and the Addrefs was agreed to without any 
Alteration. 

The Negociations and Engagements entred into 
by fome Foreign Powers, feem to fill the Minds of 
many with no fmall Apprehenfions. S. S. stock fell 
Vefterday.to rts. But his Majefty, in his Speech, 
takes notice, That the Nation is ftrengthned and 
fupported by prudent and powerful Allies-----&c. 

There were fome Debates about wording the Ad- 
drefs of the Lords, in anfwer to that Part of the 
Spcech, which relates to the Concurrence of the 
States General to the Defenfive Alliance: Whereu- 
poa the Lord Townfhend faid, that an Exprefs was 
arrived that Morning with News that feveral of the 
Frovinces of Holland had refulved to accede. 

Yefterday the Commous ordered an Account to 
be laid before them, of the annual Produce of the 
Land-tax from March 1719 to March 1724, with 
the yearly Deficiencies ; as alfo the Produce of the 
Malt-tax from June 1719 to June 1724. Mr. Pult- 
ney moved for thefe Accompts; aad this Day it 
wasordered, That an Account be laid before che 
Hovfe, of what Moneys had been paid upon the 
Land-tax for the prefent Year. 

There are odd Reports buzz’d about, which we 
think not fit to mention till better Authority--- Re- 
cruits are ordered for Gibralter and Portmahon. 

There are great Floods ac fameworth ina Straf- 
fordhhire; and we have fad Accounts from New- 
atk of an Inundation there, the River Trent having 
poke its Banks.

N the 24th Inft. the States General having ta- 

ken to Deliberation the Report of the Depn- 

ties for Foreign Affairs, relating to the Memorials 

of C. Coningfeck, for diffwading their H. Mighti- 

nefles from acceding to the Treaty of Hanover, and 

javiting them into that of Vienna, came to feveral 
Refolutions, amongft which are the following : 

That they cann’t but. look on the Treaty of Ha- 

nover as purely defenfive, and as having no Aim or 

Tendency to the Offence or Injury of any Perfon,;

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Thatas to their Acceffion tothe Treaty of Vienna, 
their H. Mightineffes cannot yet declare themfelves 
upon it; forthat Treaty being founded upon the 
Quadruple Alliance, in which their H. Mightinefles 
have no Part ; and befides, the Marine Treaty be- 
tween their Imperial and Catholic Majcfties, being 
to be confidered as a Part or Sequel of that of Vi- 
enna, and containing Articles whereof their High 
Mightiuefles highly complain, it does not appear it 
can be required of them to accede to fuch a Trea- 
ty, to their own Prejudice; That further, nothing 
would he more agreeable, than to have their Grie- 
vances in Commerce, which is the Stumbling-block, 
removed by proper Means. 

The above Refolutions fufficiently fhew, thit 
the Treaty of Hanover will be acceded to by the 
States, who, as well as fome other Powers, cannot, 
’tis thoughr, refle& with any great SatisfaGion on 
the Meafures formerly taken, at the Expeace of fo 
much Blood and Treafure, to aggrandize the Honfe 
of Auftria; whofe Aim now is, to make new Ac- 
quifitions, as is conjectured, upon the Rhine. ’Tis 
noted, that Alfatia is a very fiue Country 3 bur in 
that Cafe, tis probable to fuppofe that France will 
be powerfully aflilted, 

Yefterday.che Commons refolved, That a Supply 
be granted to his Majeity for the Service of the Year 
1726, and the Hovfe tobe call’d over Febr. 14th. 

Mr. Speaker reported the King’s Anfwer to their 
Addrefs, viz. Gentlemen, 1 retern you Thanks 
“ for this dutiful and loyal Addrefs. 1 make no 
« Doubt you will foon be fenfible of the Good of 
“ this feafonable Vigour and Refolution. You may 
“¢ be aflured I will mike no Ute of that Confidence 
¢ you repofe iv me, but tor preferving to us the 
“ Bleflings of Peace, and for promoting the Ho- 
“ nour aud lotereft of this Nation. ” 

This Day the Commons ordered an Addrefs to 
his Majefty, to give Dire@tions to the proper Offi- 
cers to lay before the Hovfe the ufual Eftimates for 
the Land-ferviee for the Year 1726: Alfo an Ac- 
compet of the neat Produce of the Tax upon Pa- 
pifts; how many Exchequer-bills, created in Pur- 
fuance of that Tax, have been paid off by the Sink. 
ing-fund; and what latereft have been paid there- 
on, and what has been difcharged of making out 
thefe Bills, and attending the Hxecution thereof, 
and by what Fund the Charge has been defrayed. 

’Tis talked, that 34 Sail of Men of War will be 
ficred out: A fufficient Number, no doubt, to dif- 
appoint the Exemies to his Majefty’s Goverment, 
and, one would think, entirely free the Minds of 
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the People ; tho’ S. S. continues at 111 per Cenr. 

They talk at Warfaw, that an anonymous Let- 
ter has been fent tothe King, and that thercupon 
the Guards of the Court were reinforced. 

The Turks, “tis faid, have taken Ifpahan, the 
Capital of Perfia. _ 

The Officers of the Imperial Army have Orders 
to raife Recruits wherever they can get them. 

A great many Seamen have been imprefled this 
Day, at Wapping, Limehoufe, Shadwell, &c. 

The Count de Palmes.is come hither, as the Em-

W E are not yet pofitive, whether the Danes or 
Swedes will come into the Treaty of Hanover, 
but there are pretty good Grounds to believe, thac 
the Landgrave of Hefle Caffel, who has ordered 
eight Battalions and two Regiments of Horfe to 
e in readinef§ to march at the firft Warning, will 
accede to the Treaty, efpecia'ly fo far as relates to 
the redrefling the Grievances of the Proteftants, of 


whoin divers Families, that fome Time ago retired 
out of the Palatinate and other Countries, and fet- 


 thed themfelves in Dependencies of Temefwaer and 






Belgrade, have made Complaints that they are al- 
ready difturbed inthe Exercife of their Religion. 

The Poles are ftill averfe to the Terms propofed 
fer accommodating the Grievances of the Prote- 
{tants of that Kingdom: Mean Time we are told 
from Berlin, That all che King of Penffia’s Army 
are ina readinefS ro mirch, that his Majefty con- 
tiaves ftedtat ia his Refolution of fending an Ar- 
my into Polifh Pruffia, in cafe his Mivifter, who 
was lately feat to Warfaw, cannot obtain a Cate- 
gorical and fatisfying Anfwer upon his Majeity’s 
Jaft Propotuls. On the other Hand ‘tis advifed, 
That the Terks hive refolved, in a Grand Divan 
held at Couftaatinople, to declare War againft 
Poland and Ruflia 3 which if trae, will no Doube 
very mich contribute towards giving a Check to 
the ambitious Views of thofe who are endeavouring 
to render themfelves formidable, and creat new 
Troubles in Europe. 

Letters from Paris of the 30th Inftant fay, that 
there was to hea Promotion of Marfhils of France, 
in which the Duke de Noailles, and the Marquis de 
Coigny, both Licutenant Generals will be compre- 
headed, aid that it was difcoarfed that there would 
be an Avgmentation of the French Atimy with 
40,000 Mea. 
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Such Preparations are carrying on by onr Go 
vernment, as, according to human Reafon, can- 
not fail of anfwering the great Ends of preterving 
the Peace and’ Trade of this Nation, in‘all its moft 
valuable Branches , for notwithftanding the Stocks 
continue to fall, viz. S. Sea to 110 per Cent. they 
are extremely bufy at the Admiralty putring Ships 
in Commiffion, and appointing Officers in Commif- 
fron. The 18 Guard Ships stationed at sheernefs, 
Portfmouth, Chatham and other Places, are orde- 
red to compleat their whole Number of Men, and 
befides thofe, 13 others, and two Fire-Ships sre 
put in Commiflion: What the whole Number of 
Ships will be is not yet certain, however ’tis the O- 
pinion of many that three Squadrons will be fet out 
early in the Spring, viz. one tothe Weft ladies, 
another tothe Mediterranean, and a third to the 
Baltick, each to be commanded by an Admiral. 

The Prefs for Seamen continues very hot, moft 
of the Merchant-Ships in the River‘being cleared of 
their Mens; and we fuddenly expe& to hear a Call 
made for the Watermen, of whom feveral Thou- 
fands may be fpared. A Prefs-gang having the o-) 
ther Day takea one of the Harponiers belonging to 
the Greenland Ships, the Men refifted, and wounde. 
ed the Lientenant of the Gang fo dangeroufly, that 
tis reported he is fince dead. 

The Commons Yefterday, in a grand Committee 
on the Supply, refolved, That 10000 Seamen ‘be 
allowed for the Service of the Year.1726, begin 
ning from the 1ft of January; and’that 4 Pounds’ 
per Month, per Man, be allowed for their Mainte- 
nance, including the Ordnance; which wasethis 
Day reported and agreed to by the Houfe: Whe 
read and referred a Petition of the City of York, 
praying Relief, to repair the Navigation of the Ri- 
ver Owre, leading from the Mouth of the River 
Humber thro’ the faid City. . 

Under the prefent Jancture of Affairs, we have 
maoy Reports {pread about the Town: But as to 
what has been rumoured of fome Ati/underftanding
